15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  whether  the  amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed 
by  the  1971  session  of  theGeneral  Court  shall  be  approved." 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the  Re- 
gional Planning  Commission  and  give  the  Selectmen  the  autho- 
rity to  appoint  two  representatives  to  become  members  of  said 
Commission.

ARTICLE  VII  —  To  insure  a  safe  and  reasonable  orderly  pro- 
cess of  development  in  the  town  and  assure  its  citizens  of  ade- 
quate areas  between  buildings  and  avoiding  undo  concentration 
of  population  thus  securing  a  certain  amount  of  safety  from 
fire  or  other  unknown  hazards,  such  as  seepage  from  sep- 
tic systems  into  the  drinking  systems  such  as  a  public  body  of 
water,  a  spring  or  a  well,  any  new  or  relocated  dwelling  or 
building  shall  be  sited  on  a  minimum  one  acre  in  area. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  Trailer  or  mobile  home  parks  will  be  per- 
mitted in  the  town  boundaries  provided  they  conform  to  the 
general  safety  and  health  standards  of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  All  Trailer  or  Mobile  home  park  owners  must 
first  submit  a  set  of  plans  outlining  exact  location  of  pro- 
posed park,  size  of  each  lot  and  water  and  sanitary  facilities 
available  before  any  permit  is  issued. 

ARTICLE  X  —  No  permit  will  be  issued  for  a  business  or 
industry  that  does  not  first  list  the  following:  (A.)  Proposed 
location(s)  (B.)  Exact  description  of  project(s)  anticipated 
within  the  town  boundaries  (C.)  Legal  name(s)  of  company  or 
business(s)  (D.)  Name  of  company(s)  or  business  owner(s) 
(E.)  Name  of  anticipated  project(s)  owner(s) 

ARTICLE  XI  —  Any  person,  trailer  park  owner,  business  or 
industry  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars,  upon  conviction,  for  each 
day  such  violations  may  exist. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote,  henceforth,  to  hold  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  the  evening.  (By  Petition)

rity to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

Report  of  Police  Department 


1971  has  been  the  busiest  year  in  the  Milan  Police  Depart- 
ment's history. 

The  department  answered  660  calls,  made  10  arrests,  delivered 
35  citations,  and  issued  127  warnings. 

There  is  a  constant  demand  for  extra  police  work  and  an  in- 
creased danger  in  risking  lives  to  handle  rowdy  groups  of  addicts 
or  drunks  plus  other  intolerable  incidents.  Consequently,  the  town 
has  been  asked  to  vote  for  and  support  a  permanent  Police  Chief. 
Knowing  that  a  fulltime  police  is  available  may  not  end  unlawful 
acts  in  Milan  but  it  should  discourage  many. 

The  new  Cadet  program  has  proved  very  successful.  It  also  has 
been  helpful  to  the  regular  force.  These  boys  have  sincerely 
donated  their  time  and  knowledge  to  better  our  community. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  town  citizens,  selectmen  and  other  local 
enforcement  agencies  for  their  co-operation. 

Our  efforts  in  the  past  have  proved  that  we  are  sincere  in  our 
work.  We  aim  to  make  Milan  a  safe  and  decent  place  for  our 
children  with  a  feeling  of  security  in  their  homes. 

Law  enforcement  is  everybody's  business  and  we  are  proud 
to  have  been  a  part  of  it.

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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  School  District  of  Milan: 

Being  new  in  my  role  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools  I  have 
not  had  the  opportunity  of  meeting  many  of  you.  However,  those 
of  you  I  have  met  have  pointed  up  the  closeness  of  a  small  com- 
munity and  its  interest  in  its  school. 

Minimum  Standards 

A  committee  of  your  towns  people  made  a  study  of  your 
school  in  preparation  for  the  Minimum  Standards  which  must  be 
implemented  by  September,  1972.  On  your  study  which  was 
widely  distributed  and  then  strongly  supported  at  your  March 
meeting,  several  recommendations  were  made. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Committee's  work  a  proposal  to 
implement  the  recommendations  was  developed.  The  proposal 
contains  three  steps,  the  first  of  which  will  cost  $1,687.00  and 
which  is  scheduled  for  1972. 

The  1972  share  includes  $500.00  to  change  the  program  of  the 
Milan  school  to  a  non-graded  approach,  $250.00  to  adopt  a  health 
program,  $212.00  to  develop  an  instructional  materials  center, 
and  $725.00  to  add  library  books  to  the  school. 

Water  Line  Installation 

Last  March  the  Town  of  Milan  voted  to  approve  up  to  a 
$10,000  expenditure  for  the  installation  of  a  water  line.  The 
money  was  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  five  year  serial 
notes  on  the  credit  of  the  District.  In  this  way  the  money  would 
not  need  to  be  raised  by  taxation  in  one  large  sum,  but  rather 
over  a  period  of  five  years. 

Through  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  my  office  and  the  failure 
of  the  Tax  Commission  in  Concord,  the  $10,000.00  was  not 
shown  as  having  to  be  raised  by  serial  notes.  This  was  on  the  finan- 
cial reports  due  on  July  15,  1971,  caused  the  $10,000.00  to  be 
raised  through  taxation  in  one  sum.  There  lies  one  of  the  expla- 
nations for  the  large  increase  in  your  taxes. 

After  a  meeting  with  the  selectmen  and  on  the  advice  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education  the  school  board  made  the  deci- 
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sion  to  immediately  repay  the  money  borrowed  from  the  bank 
and  save  the  interest.  Further,  it  was  suggested  that  a  special  arti- 
cle be  added  to  the  warrant  to  ask  your  approval  of  the  action 
taken. 

Double  Session  in  Berlin  -  Transportation 

The  Berlin  School  System  after  your  March  meeting  voted  to 
approve  a  double  session  for  its  junior  and  senior  high  school.  Im- 
mediately following  this  decision  plans  were  made  to  transport 
Milan  children  to  Berlin.  Because  of  the  variations  of  the  schedules 
of  the  Berlin  schools,  the  parochial  schools,  etc.  it  was  necessary 
to  triple  the  normal  amount  of  miles  traveled  each  day.  Cor- 
respondingly, the  transportation  costs  increased  from  $11,100.00 
to  $20,442.00,  a  large  and  unexpected  expenditure.  However,  due 
to  having  raised  extra  money  under  the  water  line,  some  funds  are 
available  to  help  meet  some  of  the  added  costs  without  asking  for 
a  large  deficit  appropriation. 

Parochial  Students 

The  parochial  schools  in  Berlin  are  and  have  been  having  finan- 
cial problems  for  the  past  several  years.  The  1971-72  school  year 
was  no  different  when  Berlin  had  to  come  in  to  keep  the  schools 
open  under  the  Dual  Enrollment  Program.  However,  as  soon  as 
Berlin  added  tax  dollars  to  keep  the  schools  open,  Milan  children 
attending  Berlin  Schools  were  liable  for  tuition.  For  the  grades 
7-12  there  is  no  problem  because  the  parochial  costs  are  less  than 
Berlin  so  Milan  can  save  money  by  helping  its  children  in  the 
parochial  schools.  However,  the  parochial  children  attending 
grades  1-6,  the  same  grades  as  the  Milan  school,  pose  a  problem. 
Some  parents  have  indicated  if  they  had  to  pay  the  tuition  they 
would  remove  their  children  and  return  them  to  Milan.  If  such 
were  to  happen  the  Milan  School  would  be  over-crowded  to  the 
point  of  another  teacher.  Along  with  another  teacher  would  be 
required  another  classroom,  a  classroom  we  don't  have  available. 

Tuition 

The  tuition  charges  to  send  our  children  to  the  Berlin  School 
System  have  increased  as  indicated  below:

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Transportation 

Your  school  warrant  contains  a  special  article  leaving  the  ques- 
tion of  required  walking  distances  to  and  from  an  established 
transportation  systems  up  to  you  the  voter. 

Last  fall  a  petition  was  signed  by  the  required  number  of  voters 
in  Milan  to  extend  a  bus  route  down  Success  Road  for  the  pur- 
pose of  picking  up  three  high  school  children  required  to  walk  one 
half  a  mile.  At  the  time  the  school  board  approved  the  extension 
of  the  bus  route  until  such  time  as  the  voters  may  decide  the 
question  in  March.

Mr.  Simmons  gave 
us  information  and  instruction  on  the  equipment  and  material 
available  to  us  through  the  Multi  Media  Services  of  North  Con- 
way, N.  H. 

Mrs.  Donna  Roberts  is  with  us  again  this  year  as  School  Nurse. 
Mrs.  Marcia  Bacon  is  the  School  Lunch  Director  and  Cook.  Mr. 
Joseph  Labrecque  is  the  School  Custodian. 
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In  the  spring  our  sixth  graders  go  to  Berlin  Junior  High  for  an 
orientation  visit,  as  they  will  be  entering  Junior  High  in  September 
1972.
